Reasoned statement with regard to novelty, inventive step or industrial applicability; 
citations and explanations supporting such statement 

1. Novelty: 

Document D2 may be regarded as representing the closest prior art. 

D2 discloses in its example I particulate absorbent materials consisting of a molecular 
network of starch molecules, the starch molecules comprising at least 90% (w/w) 
amylopectin (waxy maize starch having 100% amylopectin). 

The differentiating feature between the subject-matter as presently claimed and the 
disclosures of D2 is, that the present application claims that the material must have a 
particle size of from 89 to 589 micrometers. 

Consequently, the claimed subject-matter can be regarded as being novel (Article 
33(2) PCT). 

2. Inventive Step: 

In view of the disclosures of D2, the objective problem to be solved by the present 
application can be represented as providing an improved absorbent material. 

The applicant has shown in various examples and comparative examples that the 
problem posed could be solved by the claimed invention. 

The solution was non-obvious, since neither in D2 alone, nor in combination with any 
other document known to the examining division, there is given a hint to the skilled 
man that choosing the particle size to be in the range of from 89 to 589 micrometers 
allows the manufacture of an absorbent with a free swell capacity of greater than 13 
and having at the same time a centrifuge retention capacity of greater than 1 0. 
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This is why, the presence of an inventive step can be acknowledged (Article 33(3) 
PCT). 
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
